The Interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate paper number, placed fri the riijht hand portion of the file^and listed on foe^Contents" list on the file 
wrapper. The docket and serial register cards need not be updated to reflect interviews. In a personal interview, the duplicate gopy of the Form is removed and given 
to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephonic interview, the copy is mailed to fee applicant's correspondence 
address either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other circumstances 
dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the telephonic interview rather than with the next official communication. \

1) A brief description of the nature of any exhibit shown or any demonstration conducted, 

2) an identification of the claims discussed, 

3) an identification of specific prior art discussed, 

4) an identification of the principal proposed amendments of a substantive nature discussed, unless these are already described on the interview Summary 
Form completed by the examiner, 

5) a brief identification of the general thrust of the principal arguments presented to the examiner. The identification of arguments need not be lengthy of x 
elaborate A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not required. The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general natuce* 
or thrust of ihe principal arguments made to the examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire td 
emphasize and fully describe those arguments which he feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner, s
